The following are the recorded minutes of the Fort 
Wayne Radio Club: 


The March meeting of the FWRC was called to 
order by President Cliff Shreeve NOMKB on Friday 
March 18, 1994 at 7:40 PM. Introductions followed. 
The February minutes were read by Jean Anderson 
N9PXF standing in for the secretary and were 
approved. The treasurer’s report was read and 
approved. 

* Bill Hall brought up for discussion that the board 
work with the technical committee to decide how 
much money should be kept in the repeater fund. It 
was decided in the past that the fund should be 
kept for emergency purposes and that the present 
repairs and maintenance would be taken out of the 
general fund. 

* The new voice recorder for the '76 repeater has 
been received, but the controller has not yet 
arrived. Jerry Young will install them and will also 
inspect the ‘91 autopatch to determine the cause of 
the recent dial-up problems. He is looking for any 
volunteers who would be interested in learning how 
to perform maintenance and repairs on the Club 
repeaters. 

* Bill Hall brought up in the discussion that some 
of the problems with the autopatch are due to the 
timing as well as the tones, as they are both critical. 
Dialing to quickly or too slow will often result in an 
error alarm (2 tone warble). Dialing while driving 
can also be inconsistent, given the road noise, 
multipath, and other line-of-sight complications. 

* Bill Kindred reported on the Code and Theory 
Classes. There are 6 people in the class and 
everyone has had some previous experience with 
the code. We wish to thank Julian Franke, Bill 
Kindred, Kris Staller, and Gene Mount for teaching 
the class. 

* The Spring Banquet is Friday May 20th, 7:30 PM 
at the church. Jean NOPXF has been asked to be 
chairman and to set up the committees needed for 
the banquet. 


* Field Day is June 24, 25, and 26. We need more 
volunteers. There will be an organization meeting 
April 25 7PM at the Fish of Stroh on Goshen Rd. 
Instead of a chairman, we will get together, share 
ideas, and distribute the responsibilities. 

* With a looming increase in postal rates, and a 
reclassification of bulk rates for Clubs like ours, it 
will be more economical to return to bulk mailing. 
This will take place in May. If you or anyone you 
know did not receive their Hamsplatter please see 
the treasurer so we can get you on the mailing list. 

* The President apologized to Carl Rittenhouse and 
thanked him for his help in orchestrating the 
foxhunts. Jim Pliett K9OMA reported that the 
foxhunts are becoming more fun and challenging. 
The hunt boundaries are within Allen county. He 
described the techniques necessary to “find” a fox and 
gave the rules. A written copy of the rules can be 
obtained from him. The winner of a foxhunt is not 
necessarily the first person to find the fox. Total time 
and mileage are taken into account. The lowest 
combined score is the winner. The next hunt is 
scheduled for April 27, 13:45 at the 4-H fairgrounds. 
If you don’t have any equipment, there is always 
room to ride with someone. 

* John Goller has asked for the Club to arrange for 
a new Hamfest Chairman for next year. He will be 
willing to help the new chairman. 

* Jerry Young K9JAG will speak on audio equipment 
used to detect power line noise. He will be bringing 
the van used by I&M for everyone to tour. 

* Harry Harvey asked about Club QSL cards. Bob 
Streeter AB9U said that the Club still has over 2500 
cards at Prototype ready for your call to be put on 
them. The information on the cost and ordering 
information would be published in the Hamsplatter.

HT Autobroadcast Bug

I want to apologize to all whose QSO’s have been 
interrupted by a random series of musical tones, a 
melody, of about 2 seconds duration. It was by 
chance that I discovered that it was my HT 
transmitting that melody! 


I discovered that the YEASU FT-530 has a unique 
programming conflict that I have inadvertently 
activated. I have talked with YEASU and they 
agree with my analysis of the problem and said that 
they were aware of it. Of course, there is no 
mention of it in the manual! 


Here's what happens: when APO, the Automatic 
Power Off feature, is activated, the FT-530 will 
emit a musical warning 1 minute prior to shutdown. 
That feature by itself is not the problem - but, if 
you ALSO program the HT for VOX operation 
(which is only supposed to word with the YH-2 
VOX headset), the APO musical warning also 
activates the VOX and lo --- the HT transmits the 
warning melody! Problem identified and 
eliminated! 


Since there may be other who have this model HT 
in the area, I thought that I would bring the 
problem to your attention. I have talked to the 
folks at the ARRL, particularly since they just did a 
product review of the FT-530 in QST, and they 
were astounded by the situation. 


(This anomaly may occur with other model and 
’ manufacturers HT’s. Keep this in mind when 
programming your radios! - ed.)
